Super- 
visor Pridham considered himself in- 
competent to sit in the case, as the 
trouble arose in his own district. He 
asked Supervisors Butler and Man- 
ning to summon witnesses and act as 
fa judicial tribunal. 

Some of tho witnesses cited alleged 


appeared as counsel for Erwin, the 
latter being a county officer, intro- 
duced witnesses tending to show there 
is a factional fight in the district 
growing out of various causes. About 
twenty witnesses were examined. Ar- 
guments were made and the case sub- 
mitted. 

According to the finding, Erwin is 
cleared of all charges of incompe- 
tency, neglect of duty, etc., and pre- 
sumably will be retained in his posi- 


tion. 

The next step to be taken by the 
opponents of Erwin is to have the 
Road Committee of the grand jury 
read the trangcript of testimony and 
decide whether an investigation is 
desirable.

A new and novel device has re- 
cently been perfected to lock the 
gear lever of an automobile and pre- 
vent theft.

great part that these men, and the

China is almost the only one of the 
great countries of the world where 
there is a sentiment distinctly favor- 
able to America and Americans.

we are ready to go after Chinese 
trade in a systematic manner—has 
been engendered our consistent 
“hands off” policy and by such acts 
as the return of the Boxer indemnity. 
Being the first in Mme to recognise 
the Chinese republic will be a fitting 
crown to a record which we, as «a 
nation, have evéry reason to con- 
4128 with pride and satisfac- 
on. 

Now a word on the question of 
Chinese loans. Practically all of the 
money which China has borrowed up 
to the present—the $125,000,000 loan 
to be used for various purposes has 
not yet been made—has been for 
railway building. The first loans were 
practically forced upon China while 
that empire was still In a state of 
chaos from the Boxer rebellion and 
while yet the allies were dictating 
terms in Peking at the point of the 
bayonet. Consequentiy the terme 
were about what the —or 
rather the lenders’ government 
cared to specify. 

All of the money for the first lines 
built were amply secured by mort- 
Sages on the roads themselves and 
by government guarantee, in addi- 
tion to which the agreements pro- 
vided that it should be expended un- 
der foreign direction, a commission 
—unusually & per cent.—being 
the corporation making the loan on 
all purchases of ma Fr er- 
more, all the engineering and clerical 
staff were foreigners. All of these 
provisions amply safeguarded the i- 
terests of the foreign bankers and 
resulted in some very excellent roads 
being bullt, but at costs which the 
Chinese claim were entirely out of 
proportion to the services rendered.

A “zindan” is a big pit in the 
about forty feet deep, with a —— 
consisting of a brick arch. Around 
the top there is always a highway, 
near which is the house of the officer 
in charge. The officer is “civilized,” 
that ls. he wears Russian uniform. At 
the bottom, which is generally dirty 
mud, stand and lie the prisoners. They 
are often entirely naked and some- 
times dressed in rags. They are fed 
thrice a week; and are always skele- 
tonlike and diseased. Those who 
have rich relatives are better off, as 
the warders are bribed to treat them 
tolerably well. In every mindan“ 
there is at least one maniac. Only in 
the rarest cases does a “zindan” pris- 
oner leave his dungeon alive. 


Order is kept in the “sindan” 
mainly by beating. The warders de- 
scend by ladders and beat the pri- 
oners unmercifully. in a “sindan” 
near Tchardjui, on the Uxus, where 
there is a Russian garrison, less prim- 
itive ways of keeping order are prac- 
ticed. The jailers tie an tron ball 
weighing about two pounds to a cord 
and fix the cord on a rod. In the un- 
der side of the iron ball is inset a 
sharp, short knife. When the pris- 
oners get unruly or clamor for water 
the jailer starts what the Russians 
call “Bocharskaja ruibolovija,” that 
is, “Bochariate fishing.” He extends 
the rod over the pit, unreels some 
cord and lets the iron ball drop quick- 
ly on the shoulders or back of the 
disorderly prisoner. The sharp knife 
pierces the man's naked body. Then 
the cord is reeled up and the knife 
is dropped on another. “This meas- 
ure,” says Petkoff, convincingly, sel- 
dom fails to restore order.” 

Not all Bokhariates regard these 
things with approval. Some of the 
ruling Usbegs are “civilized,” and con- 
demn torture; but they do nothing to 
stop it. The Achund“ of Bokhara, 
who is a local Sheik ul Islam, told 
M. Petkoff that only Tadjiks, who 
make up the mass of the working pop- 
ulation, are tortured. M. Petkoff saw 
Usbegs, Turks, Persians and Jews tor- 
tured, and heard of a case of thé tor- 
ture of a rich Hindu, presumably a 
British subject. At Kerminah, in 
North Bokhara, he saw seventeen men 
and boys tortured and executed for 
revolting against an extortionate beg. 
One was a Jew. The execution was 
beheading, except in the case of the 
lender, who was hanged in Russian 
fashion.” This meant that he was 
hanged three times, cut down and 
hanged again. In the intervals he was 
flogged. When he was cut down for 
flogging after the third hanging he 
was found to be dead. The Jew was 
ingeniously impaled on small stakes 
before being beheaded. He was then 
hung up by the hands. The execu- 
tioner, a gigantic Afghan, made a bet 
with the mullah (who prayed piously) 
that he could cut through both the 
ew's arms and his neck with one 

low. He gave his sword a tremendous 
sweep, shore through one arm and 
through the neck completely. and cut 
half-way through the second arm. 
The other rebels were beaten and then 
killed in the usual form, by making 
them look at the sky and then slash- 
ing into their throats. 

Similar sanguinary acts follow every 
case of discovered marital unfaithful- 
ness. The Bokhariates are in their 
way civilized and have some beautiful 
arts, hut they treat women far worse 
than the Turcomans, the nomad Kir- 
ghizes or the Mongol tribes of Siberia. 
Women are nearly always killed for 
unfaithfulness, though since 1893 this 
is against Bokhariat law. Not long 
ago a woman on mere suspicion was 
sewn in a sack and in the presence 


of a vast crowd hurled from the 
eighty-foot-high parapet of one of 
the fortification towers. The crowd 
applauded. Sometimes men are exe- 

ted for unfaithfulness. This is usu- 
al only when the wife is daughter of 


* 


a rich beg, and the offending husband 
a small official or unfinfluential man. 
“Many women are tortured in order 
to make them confess unfaithfulness,” 
says Petkof. “Most of them are in- 
nocent. I heard that a Persian slave 
girl who married the Beg of Marok 
was beaten to death after being cap- 
tured during a flight into Persia with 
the son of a rich Usbeg.” 

The town of Bokharae and the oasis 
of Sherefshan, in which it lies, are 
relatively well off. When the Rus- 
mans actually see a case of butchery 
or torture they stop it, but they take 
no general measures against the sav- 
agery which prevails in the country 
at large. They “have a wink" from 
St. Petersburg that if the victim is a 
revolutionary or u supposed to be dis- 
affected toward Russia they are not to 
interfere. The emir and most of the 
higher officials are nearly all more 
Ruesian than the Russland, they de- 
fend Russian interests, and are de- 
fended by the Russians. The result 
is that when a powerful beg wants 
to destroy any one he miakes out that 
the victim is a “revolutionary” or an 
enemy. of Russian domination. Under 
such pretexts innocent men are done 
to death every month. 

When torture is used as part of a 
general judicial process it can be 
evaded by payment of fine. A man or- 
dered to have his ears twisted off can 
escape on payment of $25. To avert 
the sentence of blinding the charge 
is $150. A woman ordered to be tor- 
tured pays half more than a man. 
The money is taken by the judges and 
put into their pockets. For that rea- 
son the judges are inclined to order 
the torture of all prisoners who have 
any money. If the accused has a lit - 
tle money he ts ordered a slight tor- 
ture, which he gets out of by paying 
what he has; if he has more money 
he gets a severer torture, and pays 
more for exemption. Absolute beggars 
are beaten, beheaded or threwn into a 
“zindan.” In some courts a rich man 
who accuses another of a crime can 
pay the judge to order the torture of 
the accused.

Last Stronghold of the Chop 
in London.

{Londen Daily News:] An Amert- 
can doctor who has been investigat- 
ing diet in New York has discovered 
that the richest men have the lightest 
luncheons. He found that in all the 
great financial houses the only man 
who has a generous meal is the door- 
keeper. The directors and the majori- 
ty of the clerks have only the lightest 
of luncheons, such as milk or biscuits, 
or perhaps a sandwich. 

It ie much the same in London. 
Most of the members of the Stock 
Exchange, for instance, have practi- 
cally no luncheon. Hundreds spend 
no more than five minutes over the 
meal, and some even less. A broker 
who has just been dealing in thons- 
ands will whip a sandwich out of his 
pocket and go on with his work three 
minutes later. Or he will rush out 
to the nearest quick-lunch bar, have 
a hasty biscuit and coffee, and rush 
back again. 

In the old daye—eay, twenty years 
ago— an hour for luncheon was usual 
en the Stock Exchange, and the break 
was the genial time of the day, a time 
for chaff and gossip and a cigar. Men 
would meet at the same table every 
day, have a hearty meal, and then go 
down to the smoking-room for coffee 
and talk. And it was good talk—not 
of money, but of the things that make 
men witty. The best jokes In London 
in the old ways were made in the 
chophouses between Lombard street 
and Cornhill in the luncheon hour. 

Tt is very different now. The finan- 
cial leaders, bankers and stockbrokers 
and heads of business houses, who 
used to look on luncheon a one of 
the most important functions of the 
day, now practically ignore it. There 
‘is no time to spare for food, or jokes. 
sr a cigar. The cenial hour has been 
cut down to a silent ten minutes. The 
stock broker cannot leave his business, 
and he wants to get through it auick- 
ly. and to escape to his suburb. In the 
old days. when there was more time 
Land his home was nearer, he enjoyed 
‘the cheerful life of the city, and spent 
as. on luncheon as a matter of course. 
Now he spende 64.

PROP. PARKER NEARLY SCALED 
THE LOFTIEST PEAK. 
——— 

Narrow Escape When One Mem- 
ber of the Party to Which He 
Was Roped Fell Into a Crevasse. 
Terrible Risks Had to Be Taken in 

Climb of 14,000 Feet.

[New York Times:] Prot. Her- 
schel C. Parker, professor of physics 
in Columbia University, who has just 
returned from Alaska, where he 
headed the expedition that scaled 
Mt. McKinley, the loftiest peak in 
North America, talked yesterday of 
his efforts to reach the summit of the 

t was a narrative of hardships and 
thrilling experiences and at gon 
of narrow escapes from death. Prof. 
Parker came within 300 feet of the 
highest snow hummock that crowns 
Mckinley’s dome. For days at a time 
the Parker expedition subsisted on 
crackers and tea. 

“On January 16, last,” Prof. Par- 
ker said yesterday, “we landed at 
Seward, which fs the furthest north 
into Alaska by rail or boat. There, 
our party, which consisted of Belmore 
Brown of Seattle, Arthur M. Aten, 
formerly of New York, Merle La Voy 
of Seattle, and myself, began the jour- 
ney in the direction of McKinley. 

“From Seward we used dogs and 
sledges. We travelled 175 miles, fol- 
lowing the Susitna River, and thence 
150 miles along the banks of the 
Chulitna, and then traveling forty 
miles, we came to the most favorable 
part of the Alaskan range. Inciden- 
tally, I may remark that on this 
journey we discovered, among other 
interesting things, three great glaciers. 
The new country was mapped as we 
went slong and when March ended, 
we had reached an altitude of about 
6000 feet. A few days later we were 
within twenty miles of Mt. McKin- 
ley. Of this couf¥ry we are now in 
possession of the only complete series 
of maps ever drawn. 

“On April 25 we established our 
base camp. We cached a month's 
supply of fuel and food at an altitude 
of 16,000 feet. It was then bitter 
cold, and we had to spend eight days 
here waiting for the weather to mod- 
erate. We knew from former expert- 
ences that the ascent of MeKinley 
from the south was impossible, so we 
laid our plans for a climb from the 
northeast. McKinley, you should re- 
member, is 20,30 feet high, and we 
were then only about half the dis- 
tance to the summit. 

“May 1 came, and on that date we 
left our cache and began to climb. 
It was then ten degrees below zero. 
Blizzard@ still prevailed, and it was 
getting colder all the time, the out- 
come being that we had to halt after 
a short journey, owing to the intense 
cold, and this time we were held up un- 
tli June 6.” 

As origina’ y figured out it should 
have taken only fourteen days to get 
within halling distance of the summit, 
but the weather conditions encoun- 
tered were so unfavorable that the ex- 
pedition was on the mountain for 
twenty-eight days, during most of 
which time, the members were plod- 
ding with the aid of ~ snowshoes 
through a fresh snowfall more than 
five feet in depth. Underneath the 
new snow were numerous crevasses, 
some of them wide enough for a big 
truck to fall through, and time and 
again the band of explorers had the 
narrowest sort of escape from what 
would certainly have been death. 
Prof. Parker and Brown and La 
Voy were roped together, 4 precau- 
tion that saved La Voy’s ite on one 
eceasion. La Voy struck a crevasse 
and fell through, but wes pulled back 
to safety by the companions to whom 
he was ro He went down to a 
depth of twenty feet end bis fall was 
stopped by a hummock of solid snow, 
otherwise he probably would have 
dragged Prof. Parker and Brown 
down with him. When the fall was 
halted, Prof. Parker was on his 
knees and being dragged siowly in 
the direction of the hole into which 
La Voy hed plunged.

way up n “The men were 
not roped to the dogs, for had the 
animals struck a crevasse, the heavy 
siedge would have drawn every man 
down with it. Prof. Parker described 
in brief the hardships enceuntered fn 
‘the ascent from an altitude of 6000 
to 20,000 feet. 

“At times,” he said, “we were 
forced to cross shaky snow bridges, 
and it almost drove us crazy. A single 
mis-step would have finished us. At 
the 12,000 mark we struck a ridge 
that in places was scarcely five inches 
wide, with a 50 deg. slope. This is 
the only way to scale the mountain, 
and it was so difficult that It took us 
a week to relay our supplies only 
3000 feet. 

“Our last camp was made at the 
17,000 mark just 3000 feet from the 
summit. The storms were so biinding 
that we hed to stay there four days. 
Our progress for the last 1000 feet 
was up a sheet of glistening ice, where 
steps had to be chopped; and the 


great danger lay in the fact that jus 
as fast as the steps were cut they 
were filled again with the drifting 
| snow. All the way up we were forced 
to take the most terrible rieks. Great 
mountains of overhanging ice threwt- 
ened to come down upon us in an aya- 
lanche every moment 

Prof. Parker was asked what the 
top of McKinley ts like. ; 

“Tt is a great dome of ice,” was the 
reply, “and scattered along the range 
are a number of large hummocks, or 
hilla of ice. The point we reached 
was about 200 or 300 feet from the 
highest of these. So you can readily 
see that the so-called failure upon our 
part to top the highest of these little 
hills was certainly no failure. 

“We reached the top on June 28. 
Meanwhile, from the time we passed 
the 156,000-foot point, we had discov- 
ered that our pemmicun was bad. This 
popular North Pole food doesn’t do for 
those high altitudes, and for two 
weeks, ascending and making the still 
more hazardous descent, We were 
compelled to exist on crackers and 
tea. Living practically upon our own 
tissue, it was a terrible ordeal. 

“When we reached a height of 19,- 
300 feet the weather became very bad 
again, and we were almost exhausted. 
We struggled on, however, with but 
three days’ supplies left. The most 
terrific blizzard occurred when we 
reached about 360 feet from the high- 
est ice hill, Our progress up the 
mountain had been dangerous and 
slow and there was every reason to 
believe that we would have @ much 
more difficult time descending. Brown 
and I came to the conclusion that 
there was absointely nothing to be 
gained by trying to make the last 300 
feet. Every hour we stayed there 
or tried to force our way forward 
meant that we were endangcring ou 
lives, and in our exhansted condition, 
with no substantial food to assist, it 
wouldn't take much to freeze us to 
death. We had made our goal; there 
was no scientific reason to stay there 
in the hope of getting better weather. 
no we etarted back after taking are 
markable series of photographs.” 

“Prof. Parker described an earth- 
quake that occurred on the night cf 
July 6, and he said it was the most 
terrific earthquake that he ever heard 
of. Millions of tons of ice and snoy 
were hurled from the mountain in 
a succession of mighty avalanches. 
and great chunks of the mountain t- 
self were broken off and sent thun- 
dering down the mountain side. The 
roar and crash he described ac some- 
thing terrific. For ten days, he 
the shocks continued, and on sever»! 
occasions the members of the expedil- 
tion were thrown violently to ‘the 
groun‘!. 

“T believe.” sald Prof. Parker, “that 
the quake caused the mountain to 
settle perhaps scores of feet. Only ac- 
eviate surveys can determine wheth- 
er or not this Is true. The disturb- 
ance may have eltered the ri and 
if so mav possibly have mate he a 
cent easter for thore who may at- 
tempt the feat in the futur>.”

The city govern- 
ment is now busy planning a storm drain, 
the proposed length of which is 78,853 feet, 
or over fourteen and a half miles, and in- 
tended to drain 2670 acres. The value of 
the realty which is to be taxed for this work 
is about $9,000,000, covering thirty-seven 
drainage districts, and the cost of the sewer 
is put at nearly $2,000,000. Eastern people 
who read this will perhaps wonder what the 
storm drain is for. In a section where the 
number of rainy days in the year never 
amounts to fifty, where the average is not 
more than perhaps twenty, and where the 
average rainfall is only about sixteen inches 
per annum, the uninstructed person is prone 
to consider this a country as dry physically 
as a Kansas village is politically. But when 
it rains it rains and makes no play of the 
business, as was in evidence in the early 
days of February, less than two months | 
ago. 


Boston, Sit up and Listen. 


HE drenching rain of recent days has 
made the bean growers of Ventura 
county a little nervous about their carry- 
over stock, which amounts to more than 
300,000 sacks, each weighing eighty pounds, 


only once in twenty years, if as often) would 
put the bean market as high as the Kansas 
blue-sky law, as the whole country looks to 
California for the largest part of its bean 
supply. This is why the growers have been 
holding on through this season of dubious 
rain to a large amount of the old crop. But 
with the new crop assured they are willing 
to let go their holdings. 


Plenty of Eilbow-Room Here. 


HE Salt Lake Railroad runs south- 

westerly from the city of Salt Lake to 
the Los Angeles hartor at San Pedro, and 
along the line are 156 stations. It has until 
recently been considered an inhospitable 
region because of the repuied aridity of its 
climate, rendering the soils unfertile. With 
the opening of the railroad line some years 
ago this delusion was gqvickly dispelled. 
During the last year new settlers came in 
there on those agricultural lands to the num- 
ber of 7300 families, ur twenty families a 
day. The climate is salubrious, and there is 
plenty of fertile soil to be had at moderate 
prices where comfortable homes are being 
built up in very pleasant surroundings. 


Away Up by the Oregon Border. 


EL NORTE county occupies the extreme 

northwestern corner of the State of Cali- 
fornia, and is a section of the State 
about which too little is known. The cli- 
mate is not the perpetual sunshine of South- 
ern California, and in Del Norte county the 
number of rainy days is much greater than 
in the heart of the Great Southwest. More- 
over, Del Norte is rather small in area, hav- 
ing only 653,360 acres. But it is a fascinat- 
ing region, with marine scenery and moun- 
tain scenery, and many very beautiful val- 
leys of fertile soil. It is an ideal apple 
country, as good as any in Oregon or Wash- 
ington, and that means as good as any in 
the world. When the last census was taken, 
only a little more than 35,000 acres in this 
county had been taken up in farms. There 
is room there for thousands of settlers, who 
can obtain land reasonably. 


The New Industrial Era. 


HE Great Southwest has long ceased to 

be referred to derisively as “the cow 
counties.” The region graduated out of the 
stock-raising business more than thirty years 
ago, and then out of the grain-raising era 
moved up into the fruit-growing period. 
Now the great business before the people 
of this rapidly-developing section is to see 
that our industries keep pace with the popu- 
lation and the home market. This is why a 
syndicate has bought a tract of 300 acres 
north of Long Beach for industrial purposes. 
One of the plans is for a cotton mill in 
which 10,000 spindles will turn, to be capl- 
talized at $750,000, most of it already sub- 
scribed. The buildings. cars, trackage and 
machinery will cost $500,000, and the enter- 
prise will employ 400 hands, using two and 
a half million pounds of raw cotton annually, 
most of which will come from Arizona and 


the Imperial Valley. 


Ol on a Gigantic Scale. 


ECENTLY in this department of the N. 
lustrated Weekly reference was made to 


the plan of the Santa Fe Railroad Company 


for having the oil used by the road piped | 


from the fields in Kern county over the 
Tehachepi Mountains to Mojave. It now 
transpires that the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road is also in the deal. This will spare the 
company last named the necessity of double 
tracking the line over the Tehachepi at a 
cost of $5,000,000 to accommodate the in- 
creasing traffic. It also relieves the rail- 
roads from the necessity of constructing a 
pipe line of their oon at a cost of $1,500,000. 
This oil is now being transported in tank 
cars, and the amount is from 25,000 to 35,000 
barrels of oil a day. One of the effects will 
be to release a vast number of tank cars for 
use in conveying oil for the customers of 
the roads and for other purposes than in 
the locomotives. 


Alligators Grow on Trees. 


UT they are alligator pears. The cor- 

rect name is avocado. They are a Mexi- 
can fruit, and yet although of tropical origin 
they do well in our semi-tropical climate. 
A nurseryman who grows these trees has re- 
cently made a trip of 400 miles investigating 
the effects of the unusual frosts in January 
on this product of the hot country, and re- 
ports that the trees stood the unusual frost 
well. Within a radius of fifty miles from 
Los Angeles, more than fifty acres of avo- 
cado plants are now being set. There is no 
other section of the country and there are 
few in the world that compare to the Great 
Southwest in the possibilities of horticul- 
tural development. 


What Will the Future Be? 


HE Pacific Light and Power Company 

has gone into the Sierras eighty miles 
east of Fresno, and there on the waters of 
Big Creek are constructing power-houses 
which will deliver 300,000 continuous horse 
power to operate in the valley below. The 
buildings up there in the mountains look like 
skyscrapers, and the supply of water will 
come from an immense lake 7000 feet above 
the sea, where three dams will imprison 
125,000 acre-feet of water. The lake is six 
by one and a half miles, and the dams are 
160 feet, ninety feet and seventy-five feet in 
height. The lake will contain water enough 
to operate the machinery through a whole 
year if not a drop of rain falls. But as the 
rainfall is from eighty to 150 inches each 
season, there will be plenty of water at all 
times. There are 3000 men occupied in this 
work, and when the power is ready for de- 
livery it will be carried as far as Los An- 
geles, a distance of some 300 miles. From 
San Diego to the British border there is 
plenty of opportunity to develop similar 
electric power to be used in the valleys 
below. When this Big Creek project is com- 
plete the whole country from Fresno to Los 
Angeles will have light and power for all 
kinds of purposes. In the near future the 
people of California will be boiling their 
potatoes by electricity, and the farmers are 
going to milk their cows on electric rail- 
roads. 


Will the Tourists Be Satisfied? 


HE Hotel Huntington on Oak Knoll, look- 

ing down over the whole expanse of ‘he 
San Gabriel Valley, probably the most en- 
chanting view in the world, is to be sur- 
rounded by ten acres of landscape garden- 
ing at a cost of $50,000. Added to the hotel 
will be a “bungalow court.” A new garage 
is to be bullt capable of containing 100 ma- 
chines, and on the second floor of this build- 
ing will be rooms for the chauffeurs and 
mechanicians who run and take care of the 
cars. The guess is not a venture that the 
world does not contain a more attractive 
hotel, all things considered, than this. 


Where is March in the Zoo? 


HE age-old adage informs us that the 

month of March either comes in like a 
lamb and goes out like a lion or vice versa. 
The blustery month has many epithets ap- 
plied to it in times past in nearly every 
country in the Northern Hemisphere. It is 
sometimes personified as “March-many- 
weathers.” In California March is usually 
one of the most delightful months in the 
year, and after our unusually cold season 
the weather of the month so far has not 
been of a character to kick at. Yet like the 
two preceding months it has not been up to 
the usual California standard.

A RECORD OF INDUSTRIAL 
PROGRESS. 


ERHAPS the greatest event last week 

compared with others was the soaking 

rain that covered California from the 
Oregon border to San Diego, putting at rest 
all the farmers’ anxieties as to the coming 
harvest. The next important matter has 
been the beginning of the arrival of the 
great spring movement of homeseekers from 
the Miadie West and beyond there who have 
been coming to Los Angeles at the rate of 
a thousand a day. The third encouraging 
feature of the week has been the large num- 
ber of permits issued from the office of the 
building inspector, bringing the record for 
March up to over $2,000,000 in value. 
There are in the same office a number of 
applications for permits which, if issued in 
the last few days of the month, might easily 
double the above sum, or even better than 
that, and make a great new record in all 
the marvelous developments so remarkable 
in this city. 


Hermosa Beach steps to the front among 
the towns by the Western Sea this week 
with a movement for public recreation 
grounds at a cost of about $15,000. The to- 
tal improvements planned at that place call 
for a bond issue of $68,000. With a possible 
sewer added at $26,000, the improvements 
will come to about $85,000. 


At Visalia in the San Joaquin Valley a 
contract has been let for sewering the city 
at a cost of $10,476. 


The Fullerton grammar school bonds, 870, 
000, have been bought by the Torrance & 
Marshall Company of Los Angeles. 


The State Railroad Commission has author- 
ized the issue of $100,000 bonds by the Po- 
mona Valley Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany. 


Things at the beach are stirring, as is indi- 
cated by the purchase of the Ainsworth 


home at Redondo Beach at $25;000, and of . 


the Wilshire property at $18,000. The pur- 
chasers are newcqmers. 


The Sebree Ranch Company at San Ber- 
nardino has been organized with an author- 
ized capital of $100,000, to improve the Ban- 


bury ranch of 1000 acres at Etiwanda. * 


Riverside seems sure of its projected can- 
nery to handle the deciduous fruit crop of 
the section. It will take a capital of $65,000, 
with a working capital of $25,000. The build- 
ing will cost $5000, the equipment $10,000, 
and for the site the sum of $5000 will be re- 
quired. 


W. G. Kerckhoff, owner of the Kerckhoff 
office building at Sixth and Main streets, has 
ordered plans for another big building in the 
rear on Sixth and Los Angeles streets. The 
building will be eleven stories and cover an 
area of 121x150 feet.

Democratic Simplicity. 

ORD comes from Washington 

that the keynote of the new 

national administration is to be sim- 

plicity, spelled all with capitals, and 

to embrace everything social and gov- 
ernmental. 

When the first Democratic Presi- 
dent was inaugurated at Washington 
the party to which he belonged was 
called Republican.“ Washington 
was anything but a sans culotte. He 
was a gentleman, with all of a gentle- 
man’s aspirations and tastes, and when 
the first Congress met in its first ses- 
sion it was opened by President Wash- 
ington with something very like “a 
speech from the throne. When 
Themas Jefferson was inaugurated 
President, at the door of his lodgings 
he bestrode a rather shabby horse, 
rode to the door of the Capitol, and 
dismcunting, tied his horse to a lamp- 
post and walked up to be sworn in. 

As to the simplicity programme, it 
looks as if President Wilson had de- 
termined to be a real Jeffersonian. 
May he be so, too, in his conceptions 
of the fundamental functions of gov- 
ernment. 

Jefferson’s idea was that the coun- 
try was governed best which was Rov 
erned least; that the fewer laws - 
gress passed the better it fulfilled the 
object cf its being, and to this was 
added a specific preservative of the 

ublic health to this effect, that the 
ess the government had to do with 
the business cf the people the better it 
would be for the government, for the 
business and fcr the people. That is 
simplicity spelled with capitals and all 
in “full face.” If the President is to 
be simple in the matter of entertain- 
ments, may he also follow the Jeffer- 
sonian programme in this simplicity of 
government procedure. 

Mr. Wilson’s Secretary of State, the 
cit-defeated William Jennings Bryan, 
is also a man of great simplicity. His 
speech at the St. Patrick’s Day dinner 
the other day at Washington, repeated 
in Illinois with additions, has made 
our Secretary of State appear on the 
eastern shore of the Atlantic Ocean as 
a very simple-minded person. We 
shall see how Democratic simplicity 
works in the matter of international 
diplomacy later on. 

The new President has put his pro- 
gramme of simplicity into effect by 
smashing sixteen heretofore well- 
established Washingtonian precedents. 
When Louis XVI cf France was in 
the Temple waiting the action of the 
guillotine, playing trictrac with the 
little Dauphin, the number 16 came up 
too often, and the child impatiently 
said: “Some ill luck will befall me 
from this number 16.“ And so it did 
a few days after, on the 16th day of 
the month. We hope Mr. Wilson 
with his 16 will be more fortunate than 
M. Veto, otherwise known as Louis 
Capet. 

We have only the best of wishes for 
the new President and for all the rest 
of the administration. Indeed, we

have a sincere admiration for some of 


the simplicities introduced into Wash. 
ington by the new President, and some 
which we do not so ardently admire 
we are disposed to be patiently toler- 
ant of. We have no fault to find with 


the cutting out of the inaugural ball, y 


and if the President wishes to shave 
himself, so did Louis XVI. His heroic 
treatment of the pap-suckers, alias 
office-seekers, is altogether admirable. 
The way he attends church, to pray 
and nct to make a parade of himself, 
also meets with our approbation. We 
can unqualifiedly say the same regard- 
ing the absence of gold braid and lace 
on the attendants around the White 
House, and the absence of flags and 
fanfare when he attends the theater. 
The new President will be criticised 
for cutting wine out of the bill of fare 
at the White House. That is his 
business. If one man has a right to

HERE is not a more level-headed 
man, preacher or scientist, in the 
world than the Rt. Rev. Arthur Poley 
Winningtcn Ingram, Bishop of Lon- 
don. He is as democratic as the plain- 
est man in Los Angeles, and is a true 
follower of the Master with the real 
apostolic succession in his heart. He 
rides through London on a penny bus 
and shares his luncheon, drawn from 
his overcoat pocket, with a mechanic 

or day laborer by his side. 

The other day we read a story in the 
newspapers cf a little London girl who 
went to church and heard Bishop 
Ingram preach. The discourse very 
much impressed the little girl’s mind, 
and when she became sick and her ill- 
ness was declared dangerous she in- 
sisted on having the bishop sum 
to pray by her bedside. When the 
prelate entered the sickroom the child 
was in a raving delirium. At the sight 
of the visitor, recognizing him, she be- 
came perfectly calm. When the 
prayer was ended and the bishop, 
gospel-fashion, had anointed her fore- 
head with oil and pronounced a bless- 
ing upon her, the patient immediately 
fell into a deep sleep which lasted for 
many hours, and when she awoke the 
fever was broken and she immediately 
took up the path leading to perfect 
health again. 

The bishop said afterward: “I 
know Jesus was personally with us. 
It reminds me of the raising of the 
daughter of Jairus, and it seemed to be 
almost the same thing repeated.” 

Now that is one way of looking at 
the matter, but of course there is an- 
other. The unbeliever with science as 
his only guide and stay will explain the 
whole matter to you by saying it was 
the reflex influence of the child’s mind 
upon her physical estate.

EW of us realize how very cosmo- 

politan our population is in Los An- 

geles. Say we have 450,000 regular in- 
habitants at the present time, are there 
many of us who realize that 60,000 to 70,00 
of them are of foreign birth? 

The Italian colony is estimated to num- 
ber 11,000 to 12,000, the Slav population 
7000, French 10,000 to 15,000, German 25, 
000 to 30,000, Greek 1000, Spanish 3000, Rus- 
sian 9000. In the Spanish estimate are not 
included those Mexicans who are a quarter 
to three-quarters Indian. 

The Italians maintain a newspaper in 
their own language, as do the French, Ger- 
mans, Russians and Spanish. The Slavs 
have one in San Francisco which is read 


little industrial enterprises, flourish in these 
and cause them to expand under their care 
ful and skillful management until they be 
come quite an addition to our industrial 
life. Many of them who live on wages or 
salaries save a little all the time, and most 
of them feel it to be incumbent upon them 
to send back small sums of money to the 
family under the old rooftree they left in 
the land of their birth.

So on the 
corner of North Spring and Temple streets, 
right under the shadow of the new Federal 
building, is one of the most solid and hand- 
soise business structures of the city, and 
this is the home of the International Sav- 
ings and Exchange Bank, founded about ten 
years ago, and which at the present time 
numbers 8000 depositors and has resources 
amounting to $3,000,000. Is it not some 
what remarkable that a population of about 
70,000 men, women and children should fur- 
nish 8000 depositors for this one financial 
institution? Of course all the residents of 
foreign birth do not do business at this one 
institution. 

The president of the International Sav- 
ings and Exchange Bank is John Lopizich, 
and so he has been since it was founded. 
He was born at Ragusa, Dalmatia, Novem- 


ber 25, 1865. You see he is still in his very 


of the International Bank for a matter of 
another score of years of more. These 
Magyars, or whatever the particular divi- 
sion of the race is, have a great way of liv- 
ing a long time. They say there are more 
centenarians to the population among the 
Bulgarians than in any other part of the 
world, and it is attributed to their fondness 
for a peculiar kind of sour milk. Did you 
ever see a man with a name ending in “ich” 
who could not stew a kid, or as the Bible 
forbids it to be done, “seethe a kid in its 
mother’s milk,” so that at a feast it would 
make you wish you had a neck like a giraffe 
80 as to enjoy the taste longer, or make you 
swallow your own tongue tn your delight?

The orators who have 
entranced listening multitudes, the states- 
men who have pilotea their country past 
treacherous rocks and over stormy seas, the 
soldiers who have “chinbed the red path to 
immortality,” the sailors who have borne 
their nation’s nag aloft amid the smoke of 
conflict, the authors and poets who have 
guided pens of fire and struck the chords of 
harmony, were nearly all from the body of 
the English people. Occasionally the peer- 
age has come to them; seldom have they 
come from the peerage. 

The plan of a “lord” is behind the age 
anyhow. One can respect a monarch be- 
cause he represents the idea of a nation, of 
authority, of power, of the enforcement of 
law, of the executive department of govern- 
ment; but an earl or duke renresents only 
an exclusive class—a clase without power, 
without ability, without enterprise. I hate 
to be odd or to seem snobbish, or peculiar, 
or to flaunt my American eagle obnoxiously; 
but I have met two or three of these gen- 
tlemen, and I have talked arcund them, and 
over them, and through them, and said 
“you” and sir.“ to avoid saying “my lord” 
or “your lordship.” I knew the old proverb 
that ‘when you are in Rome you must do as 
the Romans do,” and I did not intend to 
violate the usages of the society in which 
I might find myself; nevertheless he was 
not “my” lord and in the kindest spirit in 
the world I determined to see him essen- 
tially and thoroughly and continually— 
blessed, before I would call him so.

I 
looked to see the famous cliffs of chalk, 
towering above the vexed waters of the 
channel. I expected to behold the dreadful 
spot where the Duke of Gloster didn't jump 
off, after his cruel son had civen him occa- 
sion to consult an oculist (vide King Lear) 
I hoped to observe the samphire gatherers 
dangling in midair, and above all Tenny- 
son's eagle, who 

“Grasps the crag with ¢ro hands, 

Ringed with the azure wor'd he stands, 

The wrinkled sea beneath ‘im crawls.” 

The little miserable, unkempt steamer 
which carried us across the channel in 
eighty minutes was powerful and fast, but 
it was as dirty, as contracted and as com- 
fortiess a specimen of marine architecture 
as I ever had the luck to encounter.

It consists of bundles of dried corn husks 
and will be used by the butchers and other 
market people to wrap up small purchases 
of every description. Every market man 
and market woman keeps a stock of these 
corn husks on hand, and the great load 
which the Indian carries will be easily sold.

Fred G. Plummer is one of Uncle Sam's 
forest-fire experts at Washingtcn. In 
speaking of the new plan of using the helio 
graph and the aeroplane, he gave many in- 
teresting reasons why all possible means 
should be adopted to detect a fire in the 
forests before it became dangerous. “You 
know,” said he, “all fires start on the 
ground, except a few which start from 
lightning. If a fire is going to be con- 
trolled, it must be prevented from becom- 
ing a crown fire—from getting into the tops 
of trees. When it becomes a crown fire it 
is beyond all human control. Last year 75 
per cent. of the fires were put out before 
any material damage was done. This was 
largely due to the prompt discovery and 
transmission of the alarm and the rapidity 
with which men got to the fire. An illus 
tration of the sharp lookout now being Kept 
over the national forests was the recent 
incident of a forest ranger located on the 
top of a high mountain who telephoned into 
a town about twenty miles away that they 
had a fire in that town.

SUGARED SOCIALISM. | 
COMRADE YETTA. Albert Eéwarda The Mac- 
milap Company, New Yerk. 
HE rising young Socialists of America 
are a busy clan. One of the busiest is 
Albert Edwards. Not long age we had 
rom this young gentleman a masterpiece 
of balderdash entitled “A Man's World.” 
Now there comes to us a 448-page novel 
called “Comrade Yetta.”

Then there 
enters the story Mabel Train, an officer of 
the Woman’s Trade Union League. Mabel 
is a typical lady savior, and Yetta’s chem- 
ical purity is protected against the on 
slaughts of the white slavers. A noble youth 
comes into Letta's life, a manly young 
bonehead with a Fitzsimmons punch. And 
so in the end we take leave of Comrade 
Yetta, not opulent, but happy; the mother 
of children, the wife of Isadore, gabbling in 
Herbertkauffmanese, spilling rare and juicy 
platitudes regarding Work and Love. 

The trouble with such books is that they 
are written externally. They are social 
tracts hung upon puppets. Yetta is no more 
real than a millinery manikin; nor is Jake, 
the white slaver aught but a literary “cadet,” 
conceived in vacuo for the purpose of rep 
resenting a principle. 

Imagine a book of this kind in the hands 
of Theodore Dreiser! Dreiser would have 
got at the heart of Yetta, and told her story 
truthfully. He would have analyzed her mo- 
tives: he would have made her a compre 
hensible human being; and, what is more, 
he would not have babbled continually about 
socialism, optimism, sweat-shops, economics 
and prostitution. These things would bave 
been a mere background upon which his 
people would have moved. They would not 
have intruded themselves upon the reader 
the way they do in the present book. They 
world. have had their proper value as mo- 
tivating forces. Bet Edwards has none of 
the genius of Dreiser, and go his book re 
solves itself into a garbled tract for social 
ism. Such a book cannot be condemned tos 
strongly. It is the sort of thing that Amer 
ica has got to slough off before she cam 
ever have any genuine literary expression.

It will be remembered that last fall B. W. 
Huebsch published an anonymous novel en- 
titled “Philip Dru: Administrator.” Accord- 
ing to reliable authority this has been read 
by Woodrow Wilson, William J. Bryan, 
Chancellor Houston and William McAdoo, 
that is to say, the President and at least 
three members of his Cabinet. As the story 
deals with the overthrow of the present gov- 
ernment and its reconstruction on a new 
basis, and as such a theme gives the author 
an opportunity to touch on every activity 
of the state, its appeal to the personnel of 
our progressive administration will be read- 
ily understood. One reviewer surmised that 
Theodore Roosevelt wrote the book, while 
another suggested William J. Bryan as the 
author. Neither guess is correct and it is 
unlikely that the writer's identity will be 
revealed. 


The many favorable comments that have 
been received by the publishers of “Com- 
position,” by Arthur Wesley Dow on the 
physical appearance of the book as a dis- 
tinguished example of the printing art, have 
brought to iight some of the extreme pains 
taken in getting the volume into proper 
shape. 

It is learned that the author worked very 
close to the experts in the publishing house, 
and even went so far as to set up a great 
many of the pages in a home printing es- 
tablishment and make proofs on a hand- 
press in order to express his ideas the more 
clearly. These sample pages were worked 
over time and again until the whole thing 
was satisfactory both to author and pub- 
lishers. 

The half tones and color plates printed 
on Cameo paper are remarkable specimens 
of artistic printing as well as exact expres- 
sions of what the author had to convey. 

Mr. Dow is director of fine arts in Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University, and is a 
frequent exhibitor in Boston, New York and 
other American cities, as Well as the Salon 
in Paris. He is especially well-known as a 


landscape painter.

One of the enthusiastic admirers of Fred- 
erick Ferdinand Moore’s book, “The Devil's 
Admiral.” who had read of Mr. Moore's 
globe-trotting propensities, recently wrote to 
him to ask if it were true that the astound- 
ing occurrences aboard the disreputable old 
freight steamer “Ku-Sang” were all personal 
experiences. Mr. Moore, in speaking of this 
to a friend. remarked with a smile, that 
“while a good many of the occurrences were 
based. in some measure at least, upon fact, 
and that while some of the characters were 
men he had known while sailing the China 
Seas, the story itself was fiction.” 

Some of Mr. Moore's friends have declared 
him fortunate in having such a wealth of 
material on the Orient. and. upon what some 
of them call. the last outposts of romance. 

“This is all very true.” said Mr. Moore, 
„and ‘The Devil's Admiral’ could not have 
been laid anywhere but in the China Seas, 
but local color is realiy only a small part 
of it. The story itself has to come first. 
It will locate itself naturally.”

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The Best Chicks. 


HOW THEY MAY BEST BE 


GROWN. 

{The really critical period of a chick's life 

is the first six or eight weeks. During this 
time the heaviest mortality occurs and, what 
is equally important, the future vigor and de- 
velopment of the stock largely determined. 
It pays in many ways to give the little fel- 
lows the closest attention during this time, 
since the results have such an important 
bearing on the future of the business. 
It is cheaper to save chicks than to hatch 
others to replace them. It is far better to 
grow vigorous individuals, capable of return- 
ing nice profits, than to permit them to be 
practically ruined through injudicious or 
careless treatment at first. Therefore suc- 
cessful poultrymen make it a point to give 
the most painstaking attention to each brood 
until the danger line is passed. 

Last week Prof. Stoneburn gave in detail 
successful methods of chick feeding. His 
present contribution deals with other im- 
portant factors bearing upon the successful 
rearing of chicks. —.

In a recent contribution to these columns 
we discussed the question of constituttonal 
vigor, an inherited characteristic, and how 
it may be secured through proper selection 
of the breeding birds and the elimination of 
the weak, inferior youngsters. Last week 
we presented tested methods of chick feed- 
ing. The other factors are considered 
herein. 

By protection we mean the safeguarding 
against many things which annually destroy 
great numbers of chicks. These include 
rats, cats, dogs, weasels, skunks, hawks, 
crows and other natural enemies. Also ex- 
tremes of heat and cold, rain storms, driv- 
ing winds. Accidents of an entirely prevent- 
able character cut into the flocks, including 
drowning aopen water dishes, hanging be 
tween imp)*perly spaced slats, crushing be- 
neath loose boards or behind swinging doors. 
Most of the loss from such sources may be 
avoided if the poultryman will only plan his 
coops and runs carefully, realizing what he 


must overcome and making the necessary

will repulse the night prowlers. Dogs and 
cats may be turned back by ordinary poul- 


try-wire fences. Hawks and crows may be 


shot or frightened off, and in any event will

appear overhead. Loose piles of brush, 


clumps of bushes, corn patches, groups of 
sunflowers or other tall growth are favorite 
resorts for the little fellows, and under such

Protection against weather extremes, 
vain, moisture, chilling winds, is easily se- 


cured by housing the broods in properly- 
constructed coops. 


There are other dangers to chick life 
which are frequently undbserved because 
not so readily seen, though their effects are 
troublesome and costly.

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{Farm and Fireside: } During the hatch- 
ing season last spring I had placed a setting 
of fine eggs. A few days before the chicks 
were due two eggs were accidentally cracked 
and began to bleed, showing that the chicks 


were fulsy developed and alive. I took the 
eggs from the nest very carefully, melted a 
little paraffin and when it was slightly cool 
+ poured it over the broken places of the 
eggshell, being careful not to cover any more 
surface than was necessary. Both the eggs 
produced fine, healthy chicks that were 
raised to maturity. : 

{Baltimore American:] At the Utah Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station the average of 
three years’ experiments showed that Leg- 
horn pullets consumed in a year 63.6 cents’ 
worth of food per fowl, and laid 167 eggs, 
which cost 4.6 cents per dozen and which 
brought $1.84. The profit from each hen 
was $1.20, or 188 per cent. on food consumed. 

{Cleveland Plain Dealer:] The proper 
way to kill a turkey is to tie its feet to 
gether, hang on a pole, then cut the throat 
and allow to bleed freely. Dry pick, leaving 
head and wings on. After picking dip in hot 
water and then in cold. This will give the 
skin a fresher look. 

{New York Sun:] There is one special 
danger to which chicks hatched in incuba- 
tors have been found liable to which those 
hatched under hens are strangers. It has 
been found that such chicks are deformed, 
without any apparent reason. This is caused 
by hasty turning of the tray on which the 
eggs are hatched. If these trays are pushed 
back hastily the eggs are so shaken that the 
membranes of the forming chicks are liable 
to get jolted out of place. Very gentle hand- 
ling will prove a sufficient safeguard against 
the risk of crippled chicks. Ss tg 

[New York Sun:] Freshness is something 
that every one desires in an egg. Eggs that 
reach the consumer within twenty-four 
hours, or soon thereafter, after being laid 
and are sterile and sanitary, represent the 
acme of achievement by the hen. The gen- 
eral public has to depend on the honesty of 
dealers to insure getting the best eggs un- 
less one has personal knowledge of some 
farm or poultry plant where eggs are a 
specialty, and fortunately the majority of 
dealers are reliable.

You are through your er- 
rand before they can jump down and thus 
spend the night on the cold floor. 

[Philadelphia Record:] Two hens, badly 
infested, were dipped in a bath of boiled 
elder flowers, twigs and leaves, the elder 
concoction being mixed with some soft soap. 
In both instances all the lice were killed and 
the plumage in no wise damaged. 

{New York Sun:] Scientific methods 
have relieved the hen from all domestic 
duties. She is not even expected once to 
look into the nursery to see how the broilers 
are coming on. She is now an animated egg 
machine. Careful breeding and better under- 
standing of how to manage her have in- 
creased the egg output on poultry plants 
from an average of 100 eggs per year to 175 
and even in some few instances to 200 per 
annum, while the time required for maturing 
a bird for the table has been materially 
shortened.

The Lite After Death. 


N A PREVIOUS article I quoted from an 

editorial in the Los Angeles Times I can- 
not refrain from doing so again from a more 
recent issue, as the subject is so ably han- 
died and contains so much that may prove 
an uplift to many a poor soul seeking the 
light. It will surely revive the hope that 
has been fast waning, or may give hope 
where none has existed. 

In my early instruction received from the 
great Shakespearean critic, Rev. Henry N.

“Whether a man be a Christian, a Jew, 
a Nuddbist, a Mahometan or a Parsee, his 
Wlief in a life after death makes him a 
better citizen and a better man. Bellof in 
a Supreme Being and a future state of ex- 
istence brings with it willingness to obey 
the laws, respect the richts of others and 
a desire to lead a decent life. Such belief 
is a bulwark of order and a conservator of 
peace. Creeds may change, governments 
may come and go, old customs may be 
abolished and new ones created, but the 
eternal laws of right and wrong as laid 
down in the scriptures, in the shastras, in 
the analects and in the Koran are the 
same yesterday, and today, and forever. 

The latter-day materialistic philoso 
phies of Darwin and Huxley and Tyndall 
do not contribute to human happiness or 
human progress. Wisdom did not begin 
with this generation, and with it will not 
end. Mankind is steadily toiling up the 
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mountain heights seeking knowledge, and | 


ago the force of the sunbeams changed the 
matter which then appeared as a branch 
of a fallen tree into the matter which now 
appeared as a lump of coal. Today man 
applies the force which he calls fire to the 
matter which he calls coal. The indestruc- 
tible substance which was once a tree 
branch and afterward a mineral, becomes 
gases and ashes, and the force of the long- 
buried sunbeams leaps to turn a car wheel, 
or shine in a gas jet, or glow in an electric 
light. We prison the power of a cataract 
in a storage battery and carry it upstream, 
and belie the proverb that ‘a wheel will 
never turn with the water that is past.’ 
We prove every day in every field and fur- 
nace and factory that while the form of 
matter may change, matter itself is inde 
structible; that, while the direction of force 
may change, force never expires. 

“There are bumptious scientists who 
measure God's universe with the tapeline 
of Darwin's brain; who dig up Hebrew 
roots with their philological spades; who 
make microscopical examinations of the 
vermiform appendix of cinch bugs, and 
from these researches demonsirate to their 
own self-satisfied satisfaction that no man 
lives after the death of his body. They 
say Plato was wrong, Paul was a fraud, 
Socrates was an ass. The great scholars 
and thinkers and statesmen of Europe and 
America, who for centuries have accepted 
and preached the truth of the immortality 
of the soul, the truth that has guided and 
helped the onward steps of civilization— 
must no more be regarded. 

“What impotent, worthless, hopeless 
creatures men and women would be if 
materialism were a truth. Man, as a mere 
animal, does not rank very high. Deprive 
him of the tools and appliances that are the 
offspring of his immortal mind and he 
would be remitted to the status of the cave 
dweller. Any gopher could outdig him, 
any grasshopper could out-jJump him, any 
fish could outswim him, any bird could out- 
fly him. 

“It is the vexed and disappointed spirit 
that accepts the doctrine of annihilation. 
it is the man who ‘fears bis fate too much’ 
and who knows ‘that his deserts are small’ 
who lays hold on annibilation. [t is the 
sensualist who reads the gospel of eternal 
death in the logic of latter-day scientists 
and so satisfies himself that he can safely 
do wrong because there will come no day 
of reckoning hereafter. 

“But, happily, the great world accepts 
not the dogma of annihilation. It hopes 
for and believes in another life. Even the 
greatest and most eloquent and powerful 
advocate of the creed of eternal death— 
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poison is, though its structure remains the 
same as ever; just as every part of the 
lamp’s structure remains the same, what- 
ever be the fluid in its globe. 

It is now generally agreed among physio- 
logical chemists that we daily manufacture | 
enough poisons in our alimentary canal to 
kill us before the day is over, were it not 
that these poisons are neutralized by the 
liver and other organs before they can en- 
ter the blood and thus reach the brain and 
other vital parts of the nervous system.

Medical Gymnastics. 


The following exercises, given by F. E. 
Miller in the Battle Creek Idea, are ar- 
ranged for patients suffering from heart 
weakness, varicose veins, rheumatic dis- 
orders and similar afflictions, and may be 
taken lying down if necessary, and with the 
help of an attendant. They are to be taken 
from two to eight times, as strength per- 
mits, with breathing exercises in between. 

1. Bend and straighten the forearms, 
forward, hand in front of chest as you bend 
the forearm, first left, then with right; al- 
ternate both. 

2. Straighten arms forward and bend 
forearm; move arms sideward far as pos- 
sible. Same can be done with left, then 
right; alternate if too difficult. 

3. Place hands on top of head, and move 
arms sideward. 


4. Intertwine fingers, down at the sides | 


of the body, and raise arms over head. 
5. Raise left arm over head, right arm 
down to side; then reverse position of arms. 


6. Raise hips, weight of body on shoul- | 


ders—head, and lower part of legs. 

7. Standing or sitting, turn trunk to the 
left and right, touching floor wih left hand 
as you turn left; reverse same to right side. 

8. Bend trunk sideward left and right, 
from waist, standing or sitting. 

9. Close the fists and bend and straighten 
the arms alternately left and right. 

10. Raise the left and right arms to level 
with shoulders sideward with palm of hands 
upward, alternately, then with both. 

11. Raise arms over head forward, and 
lower them sideward downward, with palms 
of hands upward. 

12. Raise arms to side of body, level 
with the shoulders; palms of hands upward. 
Place hands on shoulders, and make an ef- 
fort to draw the elbows well back, and up- 
ward, as far as possible. 

13. Bend left knee up in front of chest, 
assisting with arms to draw up the knee; 
repeat same with right knee, then with 
both. 

14. Move left leg sideward left, far as 
possible, then with right, then both. 

15. Bend and straighten foot, first left, 
then right, both, resting pillows under calf 
of legs. Then describe circles with feet 
and legs. 

16. Describe circle with left arm for- 
ward, then right, both. 

17. Alternate bending and straightening 
of legs, and arms; combining exercise 13 
and 1 has the same effect as running. 

18. Breathing exercises, with deep in- 
spiration, and also inhaling through the 
nostrils. 

Telepathy Between Twins. 

[Pearson’s Weekly:] Many pairs of 
twins, as everyone knows, are difficult or 
almost impossible to tell apart. In the case 


of these striking resemblances the similarity;

out in curious ways. A London newspaper 
recently drew attention to a couple of Peck- 
ham twins, named Evans, who bewilder the 
stranger by making the same remarks sim- 
ultaneously, and begin humming the same 
song at the same moment.

travelling in Scotland, bought a set of 
champagne glasses which caught his atten- 
tion as a surprise for his twin brother, 
while at the same time his brother was buy- 
ing an exactly similar set as a surprise for 
the first twin. 

However startlingly alike they may be in 
face, ways, and mind, the man who knows 
a pair of twins can readily verify the curi- 
ous fact that in one point the likeness never 
holds. No two twins, for some inexplicable 
reason, ever write alike. 


Use of Hypnotism. 


[New York Sun:] “The greatest value 
of psychic treatment is in cases of neuras- 
thenia, delusions and imperative concep- 
tions which are largely dependent on chem- 
ical conditions which are remediable,” 
says Dr. J. D. Quackenbos. “No disease is 
purely mental or purely physical. The ad- 
vanced physician not only offers specific 
treatment to these subjects but rights the 
chemistry of the body by removing the in- 
testinal poisoning that is so markedly re- 
sponsible for these delusions. 

“Hypnotism is specially applicable to the 
cure of phobias or fear, such as the fear of 
lightning, dust, crowds, solitude, the fear of 
responsibility, disease, of -becoming de- 
formed, of blushing; the fear of sleepless- 
ness; the fear of dogs or rabies, to say 
nothing of continual impulses to strike 
some one, to strangle children, or to commit 
other crimes which are expressions of true 
psychasthenia or mental exhaustion. 

„It is a peculiar thing that sometimes 
people with the dest intentions in the 
world will often be haunted by impera- 
tive impulses to injure their neighbors or 
even their own children. These impulses 
are as a rule controlled, but seem simply 
to torture the subject. They depend on an 
exhaustion of the nervous substance in the 
brain cells from overwork, worry or shock. 

“As an illustration, I bad a patient who 
when business became unusually active, as 
for instance just before the holidays, was 
seized with an impulse to take a hatchet 
and kill some one. This impulse was 80 
great that he was induced to keep away 
from hatchets, clubs or similar implements 
with which he might do harm were they in 
his sight. 

“There is a distinct difference between 
this condition and the homicidal impulse of 
an insane person, for the neurasthenic will 
never do harm when observed, while the in- 
sane person is likely to carry out his homi- 
cidal impulse at any time. It is in such 
cases that mental suggestion affords the 
only relief. 

“Psychic suggestion has been largely 
employed in the treatment of epilepsy. 
Hystero-epilepsy, the hysterical counterfeit 
of epilepsy, is absolutely curable in my ex- 
perience. 

“Another disease that yields to mental 
suggestion supplemented by regular treat 
ment is diabetes. The patient under hyp 
nosis is urged to correct the perverted nerv- 
ous function, so that first the starchy mat- 
ter consumed as food shall be properly as 
similated and second that sugar shall not 
be manufactured in the body to excess. 
Mental suggestions are added to counteract 
the appetite for sweets and excessive thirst.

FOR THE BABY. 
Sensible Bootee. 


(Minneapolis Journal:] If baby’s knees 
are kept warm he will never have colic, 
therefore the pattern for these little bootees 
should be very popular, as they extend well 
over the little knee. The directions are 
quite simple and will be found clear and 
easy to interpret. 

Materials—One skein cream white 3-fold 
Saxony, one skein pink 3-fold Saxony, one 
pair steel needles, No. 16. 

Plain Knitting is used throughout the 
work. 

Two needles make one row. 

Using colored wool, cast on fifty stitches. 

Knit four rows (eight needles.) 

Using white, knit next two rows. (Ab 
ways change color on right side of work.) 

Next needle: Knit one, thread over 
twice, knit two together. Repeat to end of 
needle. This makes holes for ribbon. 

Next needle: Knit plain, knit thread 
over and stitch. 

Knit two rows more of white, then four 
rows of pink. 

Next needle: White. 


To Shape the Knee. 


To shape knee, knit 28 inches, turn, knit 
6, turn, knit 8, turn, knit 10, and so on, un- 
til all your stitches are used. 
Knit 26 rows more, then narrow one 
stitch at each end of needle, every other 
needle, three times. This is done on right 
side of work. Knit six rows more, without 
narrowing.
